you apply your conietee er 
how expensive they may be, 
the whole secret af he suecesa 
of your make-up depends upon 
your soundation, 

You must find yourscif the right 
foundation and then learn how 
to apply it. 

Onn you have discovered the — 

right foundation you can 
then improve your make-up by 
at least one hundred per cent. 

That first thing to remember is 

thnt your powder ‘foundatton 

should mateh your skin colour 
as nearly as posaible. 

if you are using a cold or van- 
ishing cream foundation you can 
make it tone in with the skin 
by judiciously adding face pow- 
der and mixing well together 
until you have reached the de- 
sired’ shade. 

The type of foundation you 
use will depend upon the condi- 
tion of your skin, and, although 
vanishing cream seems to be the 
most popular choice as a pow-" 
der foundation, that does not 
necessarily mean that it is cors 
rect, The trouble with most vah- 
ishing creams is that they are 
too drying for normal and dry 
skins, and then, instead of hold- 
ing your powder, they cause it 
to flake and quickly leave the 
Tace. 

Whatever type of foundation 
you use, after you have applied 
it to the skin remove all surplus 
with: face tissues before apply- 


“ing your powder, If you have too 


much foundation on your face, 
it will very. often cause tiny 
sdobules of water and the effect - 
is, spoilt. 


CAREFUL CLASSIFICATION 

The best way of discovering — 
which type of foundation you 
should use is first to classify 
your skin into its correct type. 
Is it normal, dry, or sensitive? 
Does it chap or freckle casily? 
‘Ig it slightly dily or very greasy? 
Each one of these conditions 
“will call for a different founda- 
thon. 

Now that you have classified 
your skin under one of the 
above headings, the next step is 
to discover which type of cream 
you should use. 

A dry or normal skin will be 
best suited by using a cream or 
n liquid foundation which con- 
tains almond oil. This will not 
only. soften the skin, but it will 
also gradually lessen any trace 
of flakiness which is.sometimes 
so-apparent.on this type of akin - 
condition. 

‘hese creams and lotions aro 
not expensive, and it ia a good 
plan, if you seck the perfect 
make-up, to have both a jar of. 
cream and a bettle of liquid 
foundation,. Then you can apply 
just a tiny. spot of the cream 
(which by the way is quite 
thick. and heavy) to the nose, 
and you can use the - thinner 
liquid cream to the checks, nose, 
and forehead.  *, 

These liquids are velvety to 
the touch, and they are practi- 
cally the same’ as cold cream, 
the only minor difference being 


‘that they are. semi-solid instead 


. of solid, Sometimes these Hquids 
...contain tao much glycerine, and 
‘when this is the case it will 
have att irritating offect on aen- 
sitive Bkins. For this -reason 
hand creams should not be used 
on the face, and a Hquid foun- 
dation cream should be special- 
ly: procured and kept for facial, 
Purposes.

On of the most obliging 
commodities on the pantry 
shelf is cheese. It will rise to 
any emergency and provide in- 
teresting fare for every meal 
from breakfast to late supper. 

The following recipes suggest 
tempting ways of serving cheese 
hot or cold. 

CHEESE FONDUE 

Take 1%, cupfuls milk, 2 cup- 
fuls soft breadcrumbs, 134 cup- 
fuls grated cheese, 1 teaspoon- | 
ful salt, 4% teaspoonful paprika, 
dash cayenne, 1 tablespoonful 
melted butter, 3 eggs, separated. 

Pour milk over the bread- 
erumbs and let it -stand until 
milk is absorbed. Add cheese, 
seasonings, butter, and well- 
beaten egy-yolka, mixing lightly. 
Fold in -stiffly-beaten egg- 
whites; turn into well-grensed 
baking dish, and bake in a mo- 
derate oven for thirty to forty- 
five minutes, or until delicately 
browned and firm to touch.

Draft dangers are eliminated, 
and surprisingly, the dough 
doesn't become water soaked. 
Another point: it ian't neces- 
sary to scald Evaporated Carna- 
tion Milk’ for use in bread mak- 
ing. It has been sterilised. Hot - 
water is employed to make the 
milk lukewarm for mixing.

F.). In about ‘an hour: the 
dough will rise to the top of the 
water. Remove from pail, turn 
onto a. plate, cut off plecen the 
size of an egg dnd roll cach in a 
mixture of chopped nuts and 4% 
cup sugar. Twist into a figure 
8 and place on a greased baking 
sheet: Let stand 5 minutes, 
then bake in a hot oven (425 
deg. F.) 10 to 15 minutes. Yield: 
35 rolls, 

These rolls are just the kind 
for afterncon tea or a dainty 
luncheon, Their colour is per-

Who Are 
The Slovaks 


Who are the Slovaks?-They are 
a practically pure Slav race whose 
language is akin to Polish. It 
has strong resemblances to Czech 
and, especially: in the Carpathian 
regions bordering on Poland, 
equally strong affinities with the 
speech of the Polish: highlanders. 
Except for the comparatively 
small fraction of the Slovaks who 
lived {n Moravia, on the Austrian 
‘wide’ of the Austro-Hungarian 
border, the Slovaks were a people 
without political experience— 
since they have never had a State 
of their own—and, as regards the 
masses, uncultivated and largely 
illiterate. Thomas Masaryk was 
an Austrian. Slovak who had 
grown’ up under conditions 
did-allow a certain degree of poli- 
tleal and: linguistic freedom to 
the various Austrian races. But 
the two and a ‘quarter million 
Slovaks who lived under Hungary 
possessed no rights whatever. 
They were a merry, soft, lovable, 
artistic people of labourers and 
peasants whose standing in the 
eyes of their Magyar mastera was 
indicated by the Hungarian pro- 
verb “A Slovak is not a human 
being.” The bulk of the people 
were led‘by and were subservient 
to thelr priests. Only a few’ of 
the better-to-do and more cultl- 
vated Slovaks ‘cherished political 
aspirations and ideas that could 
be described as Western. 
these intellectual leadors of the 
Slovaks looked towards the Czechs 
as‘the, mainstay of the 
slovak family, however little they 
might relish the greater efficiency 
‘and the dournesa of the Czech 
character.

chologist emerged from his mass 
of data with the disvovery that 
one of the seven primary fuctors 
of brain power is induction. 

Induction, originality, inven- 
tiveness, creative imagination, all 
have certain thinga in common, 
things worth knowing, whether 
we want to get into the £1,000 u 
year class or merely to develop 
our brain power, Considered nar- 
rowly, induction is the finding of 
sume rule vt principle. Broadly 
considered, it meana finding the 
general rule or principle , and 
then putting it to work, 

Some .people -have their heads 
chock-full of bright ideas, of 
half-baked notions, all the time. 
That does not imply, however, 


‘that they have good powers of in- 


duction, Induction, in fact, should 
put a brake on silly notions. As 
it may ‘slow down the number of 
brilliant thoughts such people 
get, it should at the same time 
improve the quality of the ideas, 
so they really become workable 
and useful, Improving our mental 
induction, therefore, does not. al- 
Ways mean getting more ideas, 
but rather, getting better ideas, 
Don't clutter up your head with 
au horde of pretty, insignificant 
things, but search for the impor- 
tant general rules and put these 
to use, You can be a walking 
encyclopacdia of useless informa- 
tion and still rate zero or minus 
on inductive power, ‘ 
With most Persons, however, 
the crux of the problem is, “How 
shall I start to get ideas?" A good 
start in getting now ideas is to 
criticise our own old ideas. This 
usually. results In a half-dozen 
ideas springing up where only , 
one grew before. Examine ‘some 
of the things you do, ask yourself 
why you believe’ some of the 
things you believe, and, lo! you 
will find many ideas beginning to

ton gin. The geological  signi- 
ficance of fossils was discovered 
by William Smith, a surveyor. 
Joseph Priestly, a preacher, dis- 
covered oxygen, Microscopes 
were first nude by Anton von 
Leeuwenhoek, a janitor, . 

A portrait painter invented the 
telegraph, George Stephenson, a 
coal miner, invented the steam

The remarkable ‘new ‘German financial ‘plan, 
which is regarded abroad as the mortgaging 
of German taxation, is described in German 
official circles as a means of financing im- 
portant tasks and spreading the cost over 
decades.

dustrialists and tradesmen who 
nro still in| Germany—there are 
many—have been stripped of their 
possessions, Some of the Jewish 
firms havo been purely and simply 
closed down. Others have been 
forcibly transferred to Aryan pro- 
prietors. Nothing is more falla- 
cious than tho assumption that any 
one‘who takes over a business 
from ancther is immediately cap- 
able of a similar efficiency. Talent 
can not be expropriated, It is now 
admitted, even in the National 
Socialist technical reviews, that 
there is not a sufficient number of 
trained and experienced Aryans 
even to continue such Jewish busi- 
neases as. it is .necessary.to main- 
tain. ‘Therefore, even .if Germany 
had wished, after “the expulsion 
of the Jews, to continue the manu- 
facture, and sale. of the special 
Terman export articles as former- 
ly, she would be incapable of do- 
ing. so. But this _is not even her 
intention.

Can India Win Its 


F ight For Democrac 


VERYONE fs relieved 
Mr. Gandhi's spectacular fast 
ended before his ghost had left 
his body to haunt the ruler of 


Rajkot. His personal dispute with ° 
{that prince will now be settled by 


judicial arbitration. 

Yet If these details concern us 
no longer, the political issue of 
which they were typical is central 
in India’s politics, and may be so 
for some years to come. 

This tiny State of Rajkot is one 
of the galaxy of little feudal prin- 
cipalities that lie to the north of 
tho great provinces of Bombay. It 
has 75,000 inhabitants and one ‘Is 
disposed to say nbout such 
“States” that they ought a¢ once 
to be absorbed in it. 

It interested Mr. Gandhi be- 
cause he had his schooling there, 
since his father was its Dewan, 
or Prime Minlster, For the pre- 
sent prince or Theakore, little can 
be said. According to his English 
Prime Minister, he neglects his 
duties and squanders his money, 
or rather that ef his people, on 
worthless objects. As usual in In- 
dian States, he dipped his hands 
into the State Treasury as and 
when it suited him, and, as usual, 
his subjects enjoyed no civil 
rights. :

Why has this issue of the States, 
which cover about a third of India, 
‘suddenly become important?

That Constitution reinsured the 
Viceroy’s authority, twice over, 
which scems an excessive precau- 
tion. He has his right to veto any- 
thing, including even discussion. 
All-the-more important subjects 
that determine the public lifo of 
India are “reserved” for the exer- 
clse of the Viceroy’sa authority as 
autocrat. 

As if that wore not enough, the 
composition of the two Federal 
Chambers is so manipulated that, 
as Sir Samuel Hoare boasted, the 

“extremists” can never secure 8 
Majority. By “extremists,” I think 
he - meant the Congress, which 
proved in the provincial elections, 


over India as a whole it com- 
mands a majority.
